‘I’ve  made  44 
trips  to  Rome,'  said  Blasco.  whom  the 
pope  appointed  a Knight  of  the  Collar,” 
reported  the  Star.

When  WDAF  TV-4  wanted  a 
sociological  reading  of  “The  Cosby 
Show”  for  their  news  coverage  of  the  hit 
sitcom’s  final  episode  in  May,  they 
turned  to  Dr.  Stephen  Beach,  professor 
of  sociology  at  Avila. 

Reporter  Doug  Sudhof  asked  Beach 
to  compare  the  show  to  the  realities  of 
the  average  viewer. 

"There’s  a tendency,  if  you  look  at 
the  Cosby  Show,  and  if  you  take  it  too 
seriously,  perhaps,  to  say  to  anyone 
who  has  not  made  it  - ‘it  is  your  fault'  - 
to  underestimate  the  obstacles  that  are 
holding  back  people  who  are  poor,  and 
in  particular,  people  who  are  poor  and 
minority  in  the  United  States.”  Beach 
told  viewers. 

Beach  also  said  that  while  he 
thought  the  show  did  many  good 
things  and  promoted  many  good  ideas. 
“It  is  not  an  honest  and  accurate 
definition  of  the  life  circumstances  of 
very  many  Americans.”

A March  26  story  in  the  Kansas  City 
Star  profiled  nontraditional  student 
Laura  Lowry-Greene  after  she  won  an 
outstanding  witness  award  at  the  eighth 
annual  Intercollegiate  National  Mock 
Trial  Tournament  in  Iowa.

something.  I wouldn’t  have  stayed  on 
the  team  if  they  were  any  other  way.”’

But  challenge  grant  not 
secure  yet,  says  Kramer 

As  of  June  1 . 1 992  Avila  College 
had  received  $5.3  million  in  gifts 
and  pledges  for  the  Avila/2000 
capital  campaign.  Of  the  five 
components  of  the  campaign,  the 
Academic  and  Student  Program  Support 
component  is  the  first  to  exceed  its  goal.  To 
date,  more  than  $1.1 43,256  has  been 
raised  toward  its  $900,000  goal. 

The  Endowment  Fund  has  achieved 
$658,690  of  its  $1  million  goal;  Campus 
Renewal  has  achieved  $ 1 .689,265  of  its  $2 
million  goal;  Student  Financial  Assistance 
has  achieved  $482,537  of  its  $600,000 
goal;  and  the  Annual  Fund  has  achieved 
$1,31 5,958  of  its  $ 1 .5  million  goal.

The  immediate  focus  is  on  a challenge 
grant  from  the  J.E.  and  L.E.  Mabee  Founda- 
tion. It  stipulates  that  Avila  must  raise 
matching  funds  totaling  $1,1 00,000  by  July 
9,  1992  to  receive  a grant  of  $500,000.  The 
funds  will  finance  construction  of  the  new 
Arts  and  Communication  Center  and  reno- 
vation projects.  In  addition,  the  Kresge 
Foundation  has  authorized  a grant  of 
$350,000  to  the  college  contingent  upon 
successful  completion  of  Avila/2000  by 
January  1.  1993. 

With  the  two  deadlines  for  additional 
grants  looming,  there  is  still  much  to  do, 
said  Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  president. 

“We  still  have  $ 169.800  to  go  on  the 
Mabee  challenge."  said  Kramer.  “And  we 
have  to  raise  that  within  the  next  30  days. 
Otherwise,  we  could  miss  out  on  the 
matching  funds  by  a few  thousand  dollars. 
Literally  every  gift  will  make  a difference." 
he  said.  “We  need  the  entire  Avila  family  to 
rise  to  the  occasion."

Thanks  to  the  success  of  Avila/2000. 
Avila  College  will  begin  construc- 
tion of  the  campus'  10th  building 
in  June.  The  new  Communication 
and  Arts  Center  will  share  a common  wall 
with  the  existing  Ridgway  Residence  Hall. 
Construction  will  extend  north  and  east  of 
the  hall,  near  the  campus'  basketball  courts 
and  will  include  an  area  now  used  as  a 
parking  lot. 

According  to  Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  presi- 
dent, the  complex  will  accommodate  the 
growth  in  enrollment  in  the  arts  and  com- 
munication areas.  It  will  include  studios, 
classrooms  and  offices  for  the  electronic 
communication,  TV,  and  media  programs  as 
well  as  commercial  and  studio  art  and 
ceramics. 

The  center  should  be  finished  in  time  for 
the  fall  semester.  Instead  of  cramped 
spaces  in  the  basements  of  Ridgway  and 
O’Rielly  halls  where  the  current  arts  and 
communication  programs  reside,  students 
will  find  up-to-date  design/graphics. 


painting/drawing,  and  ceramics/sculpture 
studios  as  well  as  separate  television  and 
audio  studios  and  control  rooms.  Plans  also 
call  for  a separate  video  editing  suite,  com- 
puter laboratory,  photography  laboratory 
and  darkroom,  a lecture  hall,  multi-purpose 
studio,  storage  areas  and  a spacious  lobby 
featuring  a plant  and  sculpture  atrium  be- 
neath a raised  ceiling.

The  construction  of  the  center 
is  part  of  the  Campus  Renewal  component 
of  the  Avila/2000  capital  campaign.
